PRESIDENT’S  REPORT  FOR  1954 

At  the  expiration  of  her  term  of  office,  your  president,  wishes 
to  thank  each  member  of  the  Association  who  has  made  her  past 
two  years  so  enjoyable.  The  cooperation  and  the  willingness  to 
work  long  hours  of  board  members  and  of  their  committees  has 
been  an  inspiring  experience. 

During  the  past  year,  our  officers  have  met  at  six  board 
meetings  and  our  members  have  gathered  together  at  five  regular 
meetings.  Your  president  has  been  privileged  to  preside  at  all 
these  occasions  and  also  to  attend  a  number  of  the  Nursing 
Council  meetings.  ' 

As  a  result  of  concentrated  efforts  of  our  membership  chair¬ 
man,  Miss  Rosemary  Scott,  and  of  her  committee,  our  member¬ 
ship  has  reached  a  record  total  of  1258  members.  The  increased 
active  participation  of  many  alumnae  has  been  most  gratifying 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  program  of  our  organization. 
Good  attendance  and  lively  discussion  have  made  our  meetings 
truly  worthwhile. 

Early  last  spring  the  resignation  of  Miss  Jane  King,  program 
chairman,  was  accepted  and  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Jean  Har¬ 
ris  to  that  position  was  made.  The  success  of  our  buffet  supper 
was  indicative  of  the  hard  work  of  Mrs.  Harris  and  of  her  com¬ 
mittee.  All  three  hundred  and  forty  alumnae  who  attended 
seemed  to  have  had  a  wonderful  time  and  those  who  received 
the  grand  door  prizes  were  doubly  happy. 

At  our  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  in  February  we  en¬ 
joyed  a  social  program  and  games  following  the  business  session. 
When  we  met  in  April,  Mrs.  Margaret  Smith,  presented  a  very 
informative  book  review  of  Philip  and  Elizabeth.  Then,  in  June, 
Miss  Payne  discussed  a  change  in  hospital  policy  and  showed  the

ing.  At  the  October  meeting,  many  of  us  were  pleasantly  sur¬ 
prised  to  see  our  nurses  as  models  in  a  fashion  show. 

Three  special  appointments  were  made  during  1954.  Miss 
Barbara  Trethaway  was  appointed  to  chairmanship  of  the  1955 
Year  Book  Committee;  Mrs.  Jean  Harris,  alumnae  representative 
on  the  recruitment  committee  at  the  hospital;  and  Miss  Nancy 
Allen,  speaker  to  the  Professional  Adjustments  class. 

Five  Alumnae  Journals  were  published  and  a  courtesy  copy 
was  presented  to  Miss  Marie  Ante,  who  retired  after  26  years 
as  supervisor  in  M.O.R. 

Among  the  gifts  which  we  made  this  past  year  are  the  Jr. 
Vu-Graph  projector  to  the  School  of  Nursing;  $100.00  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Service  Fund;  and  $50.00  to  the  Harriet  Fulmer 
award. 

Two  of  our  alumnae  were  recipients  of  the  Ellen  Robinson 
fund,  which  is  given  to  nurses  in  ill  health  who  need  help. 

At  our  October  meeting  a  change  in  our  bylaws  concerning 
the  Endowed  Room  Fund  was  adopted.  Under  the  new  pro¬ 
vision  a  member  is  to  be  paid  an  amount  equal  to  that  which 
she  has  contributed  to  the  fund,  in  the  event  that  she  is  unable 
to  utilize  the  endowed  room. 

Earlier  in  the  year  the  proposal  to  take  $5,000.00  from  the 
Endowed  Room  Fund  and  $2,000.00  from  the  Life  Membership 
Fund  to  purchase  bonds  was  voted  upon  and  accepted. 

A  new  type  of  scholarship  program  was  prepared  by  Mrs. 
Merchant  and  her  committee.  This  will  enable  more  of  our 
alumnae  to  obtain  financial  help  in  furthering  their  education. 

Our  attorneys  remain  Winston,  Strawn,  Black  and  Towner; 
and  our  auditors,  Arthur  Young  and  Co. 

Your  president  wishes  to  thank  everyone  on  the  board,  the 
committees  and  Alumnae  Association  for  loyal  support  and  de¬ 
voted  service  which  have  helped  make  the  past  year  a  successful 
one.

MAUDE  GOOCH 

One  of  the  "Grand  Ladies  of  St.  Luke’s"  is  a  title  that  most  : 
certainly  belongs  to  Maude  Gooch.  For  almost  fifty  years  she 
has  given  her  time  and  efforts  to  our  school,  hospital  and  Alumnae 
Association.  That  merry  twinkle  in  her  eyes,  her  keen  mind  and 
sense  of  humor  and  devotion  to  her  job  have  made  her  a  woman 
that  few  will  forget  or  cease  to  love. 

Being  a  very  modest  lady  and  sure  "no  one  would  be  in¬ 
terested  in  those  facts,"  it  was  a  very  hard  job  to  nail  her  down 
and  get  this  picture  and  biography,  but  thanks  to  Gloria  Masse  i 
who  secured  the  biography  and  Hettie  Gooch  who  supplied  the  ;

The  next  morning  she  will  join 
her  hostess  for  breakfast  and  will  re¬ 
main  with  her  during  the  morning 
program,  attending  lectures,  discus¬ 
sion  sessions,  laboratories  and  ward 
practice.  After  lunch  she  will  have 
an  interview  with  the  Admissions 
Counselor  and  will  conclude  her  visit 
with  a  trip  through  the  hospital. 

Last  year  forty  girls  took  advantage 
of  this  invitation  and  of  this  num¬ 
ber  sixteen  entered  the  school.  We 
consider  this  a  very  satisfactory  re¬ 
sult  and  hope  that  even  more  high 
school  seniors  will  learn  about  St. 
Luke’s  in  this  manner  during  the  cur¬ 
rent  year.  We  would  be  very  happy 
to  have  any  member  of  the  Alumnae 
who  knows  of  a  young  woman  who 
might  wish  to  be  our  guest  contact 
the  office  of  the  Admissions  Coun¬ 
selor  and  plans  will  be  made. 

There  is  another  way  in  which 
Alumnae  members  could  help  our  re¬ 
cruitment  program.  There  are  many 
high  schools  within  a  200-mile  radius 
of  Chicago  which  have  not  been 
visited  by  a  representative  from  St. 
Luke’s.  Often  when  an  official  in¬ 


quiry  might  fail,  a  personal  contact 
by  an  Alumna  may  secure  an  in¬ 
vitation  for  such  a  visit. 

We  are  interested  in  having  as 
many  young  women  as  possible  know 
about  what  we  are  doing  at  St.  Luke’s 
as  it  may  be  helpful  for  them  in  mak¬ 
ing  plans  for  their  nursing  career. 

The  recruitment  of  students  is  a 
project  that  is  successful  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  number  of  people  partici¬ 
pating.  We  appreciate  the  help  that 
you  have  given  in  the  past  and  are 
counting  upon  your  continued  par¬ 
ticipation.

I  believe  that  the 
MacFadden  Deauville  was  the  last 
big  hotel  up  North  on  the  Beach. 
Now  it  goes  all  the  way  to  Fort 
Lauderdale  with  Motels  and  Hotels 
solid.  The  lights  at  nite  make  it  a 
fairyland  but  they  have  lost  the 
beauty  of  the  ocean  to  most.  When 
one  drives  up  the  beach  it  is  seldom 
seen.  Think  I  have  a  small  Sun 
that  shows  some  of  the  fabulous 
changes.”

I  think  I  have  seen  the  high 
lights  of  Japan,  but  keep  gadding 
about,  and  still  find  it  fascinating. 

I  took  one  day  trips  on  my  days 
of,  to  see  plaves  like  the  huge 
Buddha  at  Kamakura,  Ofuna,  (The 
Hollywood  of  Japan)  and  where 


there  is  another  large  statue  on  the 
side  of  the  mountain,  the  "god¬ 
dess  of  Mercy”;  the  Bonsai  (Dwarf 
trees)  at  Omiya,  some  being  800 
years  old;  and  shrines  and  temples 
here  and  there,  by  now  they  are 
all  beginning  to  look  alike. 

I  got  out  at  4:30  one  morning 
to  the  fish  market,  one  of  the  lar¬ 
gest  in  the  world,  right  at  my  front 
door,  and  then  it  was  too  late  to 
see  them  unload  the  fish  from  boats. 
It  was  a  teeming,  busy  place,  looked 
like  all  the  men  in  Tokyo  workea 
there.  One  was  lucky  not  to  get 
bumped  by  all  the  funny  carts  and 
trucks.  Saw  everything  from  guppy¬ 
like  things,  and  a  special  device 
where  they  were  cutting  eels,  to 
whales  and  tuna.  The  Barracuda 
was  probably  the  most  interesting, 
mahagony  colored,  and  hard  as  a 
board.  The  funniest  thing  was  the 
auctioneer  in  his  high  pitched  voice, 
sounded  like  a  rooster  and  a  bunch 
of  hens  cackling. 

My  week-end  in  Gifu  last  June 
was  the  most  interesting  trip  since 
Hong  Kong.  The  trained  Cormo¬ 
rant  birds  dive  from  boats  on  the 
Nagaraga  River  for  Ayu  (Trout¬ 
like  fish).  The  old  master  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  his  grass  skirt  and 
peculiar  headdress,  handles  no  less 
than  12  birds  on  ropes  with  a  wire 
around  their  necks  which  tighten 
with  the  catch,  so  the  fish  cannot 
be  swallowed.  One  man  does 
nothing  but  make  a  lot  of  noise 
and  throw  fire  from  sticks  to  at¬ 
tract  the  fish. 

A  couple  of  we  gals  drove  to 
Atami,  a  seaside,  hot  springs  resort, 
along  the  Riviera  of  Japan.  Beauti¬ 
ful  scenery!  We  went  through  a 
city  where  the  main  street  was 
fantastically  decorated  with  colored 
paper  animals,  dolls,  carriages, 
stars,  etc.  It  was  the  "Tanabata 
Matsuri”  or  Star  festival,  honoring 
two  mythological  stellar  lovers 
whose  paths  cross  once  a  year. 

In  July  I  spent  a  week-end  at 
Oshima  Island.  Went  via  all  night 
boat.  We  climbed  or  rode  horse¬ 
back  to  Mt.  Mahara  to  view  an 
active  volcano.  The  island  is  cov¬ 
ered  with  Camellia  trees  (bloom 
from  Nov.  to  April),  and  at  that 
time  had  nuts  which  are  pressed 
for  oil  —  best  used  for  cooking 
and  the  hair.  There  were  millions 
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of  purple  Hydrangeas  in  bloom. 
People  still  have  peculiar  customs, 
and  the  hard  working  "Anko-girls” 
are  seen  in  similar  kimonas  carry¬ 
ing  everything  on  their  heads,  but 
are  entertainers  too.  We  took  an¬ 
other  boat  to  Ito,  and  buses  to 
the  niost  luxurious  Kawana  hotel. 
In  front  was  a  huge  swimming  pool, 
and  several  Japanese  gardens.  It 
was  very  inconvenient  to  dress  for 
cocktails  and  dinner,  as  I  had  de¬ 
veloped  into  one  red  mess  of  sun¬ 
burn,  the  Camellia  oil  had  probably 
fried  my  skin.  I  was  miserable  for 
weeks  and  then  broke  out  in  an  itch. 

In  September  I  moved  to  the  Dai 
Iti  hotel,  right  down  town,  away 
from  the  fish  market.  It  is  a  male 
field  grade  officers’  billets  and  R&^R 
hotel,  but  the  fairer  sex  live  on  the 
7  th  floor.  They  suddenly  wanted 
one  of  the  nurses’  quarters  for  the 
Dispensery.  Rooms  are  small  and 
I  have  furniture  stacked  high,  but 
at  least  they  cannot  move  in  an¬ 
other  female!  We  have  all  privi¬ 
leges  of  an  hotel,  nice  cocktail 
lounge,  and  dining  room  with  a 
good  selective  menu,  and  in  sum¬ 
mer  the  rooms  are  air-conditioned. 

An  October  week-end  was  spent 
with  a  Special  Service  tour  to  Kofu, 
86  miles  from  Tokyo.  The  city  is 
in  a  plain  surrounded  by  mountains 
on  all  sides.  We  stayed  at  the 
Oriental  hotel,  and  it  was  just  that. 
No  dining  room,  we  were  served 
in  our  rooms,  sitting  on  the  floor, 
also  slept  on  "Futans”.  Good  thing 
I  had  my  "Red  Flannels”  and  two 
kimonas  furnished  by  the  hotel.  We 
were  all  frightened  by  a  lot  of  noise 
outside,  people  were  jumping  up 
and  down  waving  red  flags.  Police¬ 
men  with  lighted  lanterns  stood  by. 
Sounded  like  a  communistic  rally, 
and  probaly  amounted  to  that,  but 
the  manager  assured  us  that  it  was 
a  bank  strike  and  had  been  going 
on  for  two  weeks.  They  quit  for 
the  night  at  8:30,  and  we  went  for 
a  walk.  Sunday  morning  we  took 
chartered  buses  to  a  hiking  area, 
only  we  rode  in  colorfully  decorated 
horse-drawn  carriages  up  the 
mountain,  and  walked  down,  pass¬ 
ing  through  dense  forest  of  Maple, 
Pine,  Cedar  and  Bamboo,  along  a 
famous  gorge  with  waterfalls.  We 
stopped  at  a  crystal  bead  and  stone¬ 
carving  factory.  Then  drove  to  Kat- 


sunuma  to  the  grape  vineyards.  The 
one  we  visited  covered  an  area 
about  two  blocks  square,  vines  with 
huge  purple  clusters  hanging  over¬ 
head.  We  sat  at  long  tables  to  be 
served  grapes,  juice  and  wine.  On 
the  way  to  the  station  we  stopped 
at  an  ancient  castle,  where  they 
were  having  a  tea  ceremony. 

I  took  a  7-day  leave  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  and  went  to  the  Kyoto  area. 
Kyoto  is  the  old  capital  of  Japan. 
I  had  been  there  one  day  last  Dec. 
when  I  flew  with  the  Air  Force.  It 
is  319  miles  from  Tokyo.  I  had 
reservations  at  the  beautiful  Biwako 
special  service  hotel,  9  miles  from 
Kyoto.  I  took  a  day  train  and  got 
to  see  much  of  the  country  side. 
They  were  harvesting  rice  and  in 
that  area  plant  a  second  crop.  It 
was  an  experience  as  I  had  never 
traveled  alone.  I  had  neglected  to 
ask  which  station  I  was  to  get  off, 
and  no  one  on  the  train  could 
help  me.  Some  soldiers  were  getting 
off  at  Otsu  for  a  camp  nearby, 
and  I  decided  to  take  a  chance, 
and  there  was  the  Admin.  O.D.  to 
meet  the  train,  who  took  me  to  the 
hotel.  It  was  7:30  P.M.  I  had  a 
beautiful  double  room  over-looking 
Lake  Biwa. 

I  took  the  first  couple  days  to 
sight-see  in  Kyoto:  the  old  Palace, 
Wood-block  printing,  and  silk  fac¬ 
tories,  and  quaint  shops.  Took  a 
train  to  Kobe,  a  sea  port  city, 
which  was  sort  of  different,  many 
Chinese  shops.  Sunday  a  nurse 
from  Camp  Otsu  drove  me  to 
Hirakata  to  the  Crysanthumum 
show.  There  were  prize  flowers  in 
the  midst  of  a  ,  carnival.  Inside 
several  buildings  were  the  "Cry- 
santhumum  Dolls”,  the  Dolls  are 
made  by  weaving  wire  armatures  in 
the  shape  of  bodies,  then  attaching 
molded  heads  and  hands  to  the 
skeleton.  The  figures  clothed  with 
flowers.  Most  of  the  flowers  are 
living,  potted  plants  with  the  root 
containers  cleverly  concealed  inside 
the  body.  Very  fantastic!  Most  of 
the  statues  were  scenes  from  Kabu- 
ki,  one  looked  like  the  "Burning 
of  Rome.”  There  were  also  animals 
and  dolls  from  Japanese  Fairy 
Tales,  dancing  to  music.  We  went 
on  to  Nara  to  see  the  largest  inside 
Buddha,  and  deer  park.  I  flew  home 
via  Marine  Courier  plane,  1  Vi 
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hours.  I  had  had  the  most  ideal 
weather,  just  like  September,  and 
no  rain.

Three  members  of  the  headquarters  staff  of  the  American 
Nurses’  Association  were  honored  for  25  or  more  years  of  serv¬ 
ice  at  a  dinner  January  22  in  the  Hotel  Plaza,  New  York,  given 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  association.  Honored  were  Miss 
Ella  Best,  R.N.,  executive  secretary,  and  Miss  Emma  Spinner, 
committee  and  field  work  secretary,  both  of  whom  have  been 
on  the  staff  since  1930,  and  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Beatty,  chief  accountant, 
who  joined  the  ANA  staff  in  1924.  Gifts  to  the  honor  guests 
were  presented  by  Miss  Agnes  Ohlson,  ANA  president,  at  the 
dinner  at  which  all  staff  members  were  guests. 

Miss  Best,  who  joined  the  staff  in  1930  as  field  secretary, 
became  executive  secretary  in  1946.  A  graduate  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  Chicago,  she  later  taught  there  as 
well  as  in  Miami  Valley  Hospital,  Dayton,  O.,  and  the  Michael 
Reese  Hospital,  Chicago.

I  wish  to  welcome  all  of  you — each  one  of  us  will  carry 
with  us  when  we  leave  tonight,  many  happy  memories  of  tonight 
and  of  days  gone  by. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  most  of  the  small  class  of  1905  are 
unable  to  be  with  us  this  evening.  Mrs.  Hoyne,  Miss  McNab  are 
able  to  be  here.  I  hope  that  Mrs.  Hoyne  will  bring  us  some  of 
her  recollections  of  St.  Luke’s  when  she  was  a  young  student. 

Mrs.  Mary  Williams  Hoyne  -  1905 

The  class  of  1905  salutes  its  Alma  Mater,  St.  Luke’s  Hos¬ 
pital  School  of  Nursing  on  this  our  50th  anniversary.  We  extend 
best  wishes  to  the  class  of  1930,  and  to  the  graduates  of  the 
class  of  1955,  with  friendly  greeting  to  all  our  graduates. 

Our  class  room  was  small  in  number  compared  to  recent 
classes.  We  were  12 — 2  have  gone  on  before.  I  believe  all 
members  of  the  class  have  been  a  credit  to  the  traditions  of  St. 
Luke’s.  Our  minds  travel  backward  to  memories  of  50  years  ago. 

Father  Wright,  our  chaplain  was  revered  by  all.  He  was 
sincere  and  a  gentleman,  and  was  sympathetic  to  the  outpouring 
of  patients.  He  had  a  fondness  for  the  Hymn,  "Work  for  the 
night  is  coming,  work  for  the  day  is  at  hand.’’  (I  believe  this 
Hymn  is  not  in  the  newest  Episcopol  Hymnal)  and  many  times  a 
week,  sometimes  on  consecutive  mornings,  this  Hymn  was  chosen 
by  Father  Wright  to  be  played  by  the  nurse  who  was  acting  or¬ 
ganist.  Friends  of  this  musical  nurse  rebelled  at  glorifying  work, 
before  breakfast  and  threatened  the  one  presiding  at  the  organ 
with  dire  consequences.  So,  she  substituted  another  Hymn,  on 
occasions.  Father  Wright  asked  about  the  substitutions  and  when 
told  the  reason,  (he  happily  had  a  line  sense  of  humor)  chuckled 

Entered  as  second  class  matter  1500  Indiana,  Chicago  5,  Illinois,  at 
the  post  office  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  under  the  Act  of  March  3,  1879. 

Issued  five  times  a  year  in  February,  April,  June,  October  and  December 
at  Subscription  Price  50  cents  a  year,  or  included  in  the  annual  dues 
to  members. 
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and  thereafter  we  had  "Work  for  the  night  is  coming"  less  often. 

You  probably  have  known  of  none  but  rubber  gloves  being 
used  in  the  operating  rooms,  but  in  our  day  there  was  one  sur¬ 
geon,  an  excellent  one,  who  achieved  results,  but  who,  when 
operating  wore  white  cotton  gloves.  When  necessary  during  an 
operation,  fresh,  dry  sterilized  white  cotton  gloves  replaced  soiled 
gloves. 

George,  who  at  night  presided  over  the  office,  and  indeed 
over  the  whole  Hospital,  fed,  ’twas  said,  hundreds  of  cats  in  the 
alley,  which  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  Smith,  which  of  course, 
was  not  built  at  that  time.  We  students  never  witnessed  the 
feeding  of  the  cats  which  occurred  at  midnight  as  our  once  a 
month  late  leave  was  over  at  1 1  o’clock.  If  we  were  a  few 
minutes  late,  when  George  unlocked  the  door,  he  admonished  us. 
I  liked  to  think  he  did  it  with  tongue  in  cheek.  The  passenger 
elevator  was  not  in  service  during  the  night  and  George  took  all 
cases  up  in  the  freight  elevator.  His  constant  fear  and  worry  was 
that  an  obstetrical  patient  might  be  delivered  in  the  elevator  on 
the  way  to  4  W.  ward. 

To  date  members  of  the  class,  to  commemorate  our  50th 
Anniversary  have  sent  a  sum  of  money  to  be  allocated  as  the 
givers  wished.

I  shall  conclude  as  did  Tiny  Tim — "God  bless  us  every  one."

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In  Memoriam 

MISS  ADDA  ELDREDGE 

Many  of  our  graduates  had  never  met  Adda  Eldredge  who 
passed  away  October  24,  1955  at  the  age  of  91;  a  few  have  never 
heard  of  her,  yet  she  was  a  power  in  the  nursing  world  for  many 
years.  One  might  almost  say  she  was  our  most  illustrious  graduate. 
She  spent  her  entire  professional  life,  and  it  was  a  long  one,  further¬ 
ing  the  cause  of  nursing  education  and  organization.  In  recognition 
thereof  she  was  awarded,  in  1935,  the  Saunders  Medal  "For  dis¬ 
tinguished  service  in  the  cause  of  nursing”;  the  only  St.  Luke’s  nurse 
ever  to  have  received  this  honor.  This  medal  was  donated  by  her  to 
the  Wisconsin  State  Nurses  Association  and  is  on  display  at  the 
Wisconsin  Historical  Museum. 

Adda  Eldredge  was  graduated  from  St.  Luke’s  in  1899  and 
was  actively  engaged  in  private  duty  nursing  for  eight  years.  In  1908 
St.  Luke’s  invited  her  to  return  as  instructor  where  she  taught  nurs¬ 
ing  arts  for  the  next  eight  years.  Those  of  us  who  were  her  students 
owe  her  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude.  Ller  ideals  were  high.  She  was 
methodical,  thorough  and  very  human  and  had  the  ability  to  in¬ 
spire  in  her  students  the  true  spirit  and  love  of  nursing.  During 
this  time  Miss  Eldredge  never  lost  sight  of  important  needs  of  the 
whole  nursing  profession.  She  served  as  President  of  the  Illinois 
State  Nurses  Association  and  also  as  chairman  of  the  Illinois  State 
Legislative  Committee.  She  toured  the  state  for  several  months, 
mostly  at  her  own  expense,  in  support  of  the  passage  of  the  registra¬ 
tion  law  and,  when  the  bill  was  finally  passed,  she  was  the  holder 
of  certificate  Number  One  in  the  State  of  Illinois.  During  Miss 
Eldredge’s  life  she  contributed  many  papers  on  nursing  and  nurse 
legislation,  one  of  the  latter  being  quite  generally  considered  a  classic 
on  this  topic.  As  President  of  the  American  Nurses  Association  and, 
as  a  member  of  the  board  for  a  number  of  years,  she  displayed  an 
ability  for  organization,  unusual  energy,  vision  and  authority  and 
through  it  all  she  never  lost  her  motivating  force  —  the  patient’s 
interest.  In  1915  Miss  Eldredge  entered  Teacher’s  College,  New 
York  where  she  majored  in  Public  Health  and,  at  the  end  of  that 
time  became  a  member  of  the  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Association  for 
Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor  in  New  York  City.  Later,  for 
three  years  she  was  interstate  secretary  for  the  American  Nurses 
Association,  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education  and  the 
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American  Journal  of  Nursing,  traveling  from  state  to  state  inter¬ 
viewing  and  influencing  hundreds  of  nurses.  She  was  a  natural 
leader  and  the  young  graduates,  the  potential  leaders,  had  her  un¬ 
failing  interest. 

Perhaps  Miss  Eldredge’s  best  known  work  was  as  Director  of 
Nursing  Education  for  the  Wisconsin  State  Board  of  Health.  For 
13  years  she  inaugurated  a  program  of  inspection,  evaluation  and 
accreditation  in  schools  of  nursing  in  Wisconsin  and,  in  the  words 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Wisconsin  State  Nurses  Association;  "Miss 
Eldredge  was  known  to  every  nurse  in  Wisconsin.  She  brought 
Wisconsin  from  a  place  of  obscurity  to  one  of  first  rank  in  the  nurs¬ 
ing  world.”  This  was  one  of  her  great  ventures  and  it  met  with 
splendid  success.  She  created  a  department  so  outstanding  that  it 
was  selected  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  as  a  study  ground  for 
other  states  and  counties.  She  was  untiring  in  her  work  for  nurses 
and  nursing.  She  urged  better  housing  for  nurses,  longer  vacations, 
shorter  work  hours,  (this  was  during  the  ten  and  twelve  hour  work 
day  period)  and  a  well  prepared  nursing  staff.  It  is  probably  safe 
to  say  that  no  nurse  has  done  more  to  give  desirable  publicity  to 
nursing  education  than  has  Miss  Eldredge. 

Her  own  Alumnae  Association  of  which  she  was  Vice-President 
and  member  of  the  board  at  various  times  said,  in  presenting  her 
name  for  the  Saunders  Award,  "because  we  believe  Adda  Eldredge 
to  be  one  of  the  illustrious  nurses  of  this  period;  because  we  feel 
certain  that  hers  is  a  name  that  will  go  down  in  the  annals  of  nurs¬ 
ing  history;  because  we  are  convinced  that  to  few  nurses  it  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  make  so  great  a  contribution  to  nursing  education;  we 
deem  it  a  very  great  privilege  and  a  splendid  honor  to  submit  the 
name  of  Adda  Eldredge,  one  of  our  best  loved  graduates,  as  a 
candidate  for  the  Walter  Burn  Saunders  Memorial  Medal.” 

Following  her  retirement  at  the  age  of  70  years,  she  went  to 
live  in  Chicago  and  was  asked  to  take  over  the  Nurses  Placement 
Service  run  by  five  midwest  states.  She  did  so  and  ran  it  for  three 
years,  putting  the  service  on  a  sound  financial  basis  and  working 
out  a  visible  filing  system  which  has  been  adopted  by  other  place¬ 
ment  bureaus.  During  that  time  she  lectured  at  Chicago  University 
and  the  University  of  Minnesota  at  Minneapolis  and  Rochester  on 
nursing  legislation  and  jurisprudence.  At  the  age  of  77  she  was 
given  an  honorary  appointment  as  Professor  in  The  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  and  served  in  an  advisory  capac¬ 
ity  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  School.  She  was  elected  the 
first  honorary  member  of  Sigma  Theta  Tau,  honorary  nursing  sorority 
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and  always  continued  her  interest  in  this  organization. 

She  will  long  be  remembered  as  an  inspiration  to  the  young 
nurses.  Her  insistance  on  quality  nursing  and  on  the  highest  ideals 
of  service  have  kept  these  goals  before  them.  Adda  Eldredge  re¬ 
ceived  many  honors,  but  the  greatest  of  them  all  was  the  respect, 
love  and  loyalty  her  associates  and  students  felt  for  her.  She  left 
her  mark  on  St.  Luke’s  and  although  she  left  us  many  years  ago 
for  broader  fields  and  greater  responsibilities,  her  influence  still  lives 
here  in  the  school  she  loved.  May  it  long  continue  to  inspire  us 
to  strive  for  nothing  less  than  the  best  in  nursing.

Regular  Meetings:  A  Regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
be  held  without  other  notice  than  those 
by  law  immediately  after  and  at  the 
same  place  as  the  annual  meeting  of 
members.

C.  Financial  Aid  -  Section  I. 

Financial  Aid  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  Fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  or 
One  Hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  when 
the  member  has  contributed  One 
Hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  in  any 
one  calendar  year  for  an  illness  re¬ 
quiring  hospitalization  upon  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  hospital  bill.
